There  v;ere  117  nev/  connections  with 
the  public  water  supply,  51  being  v/ith  the  Borough  and  66 
v;ith  the  Rural  District  mains. 

One  spring  at  Cleeve  Hill  was  found  to  be  contaminated 
and  discarded.  During  Play  p.nd  Junu  the  use  of  water  at
